SOLIDARITY GROUPS 


There will be special discussion workshops at the Anarchist Bookfair 
and the London Greenpeace Fayre on the subject of local community 
solidarity groups. These are intended for all libertarians/class struggle 
activists who believe in practical, community-based activity. 


The anti-poll tax struggle has shown 
that there’s great potential within our 
communities/localities for working 
alongside many people who share 
our disgust with the authorities and 
who genuinely care about the com- 
munity they live in. This potential goes 
largely unrealised due to people’s 
isolation from each other and the lack 
of a clear, practical and accessible 
local strategy for people to get in- 
volved with. 


Libertarians and class struggle activ- 
ists are doing excellent work produc- 
ing and distributing national papers, 
running bookshops and centres, in- 
volvedin single-issue campaigns and 
groups, trades unions and so on. But 
our work on the ground is frag- 
mented, and there are community- 
based groups active in only a handful 
of areas. 


Yet it’s there, where we live, that our 
ideas can be systematically spread, 
where we can learn from struggles 
and the people in them, and where 
practical solidarity and radical oppo- 
sition can influence the course of 
events. 


Many of us who’ve been active in 
APT work (and other large-scale 
campaigns) don’t want to be con- 
signed to marginal or purely ideologi- 
cal activity — we need to get stuck 
into a broad range of popular and 
practical local issues, and to develop 
local solidarity networks. 


So let’s get on with it — in every 
locality in the country.
